Washington, Sept. 19.—Agreement 
on the war credit ^bill authorizing 
$11,538,000,000 of new bonds and 
certificates, was reached today by 
senate and house conferees with no

Adoption of the conference report 
tomorrow by. the senate and by the 
house on Friday is planned. 


Minor changes -only were made by 


the conferees. 
They adopted ex- 


pense allowances of one-fifth of 1 
per cent for the bonds and war sav- 
ing certificates as originally recom- 
mended by Secretary McAdoo, and 
one-tenth of 1 per cent for the treas- 
ury 
certificates 
of 
indebtedness. 


They eliminated Senator LaFollette's 
amendment fixing the rate on the 
war saving certificate at 4 per cent 
and retained the house provision 
giving the secretary of tbe treasury 
full authority to determine the rate 
which is expected to be slightly more 
than 4 per cent.

The bill authorized $7,538,000.- 


000 of new convertible 4 per cent 
bonds subject to income surtax and 
war excess profit taxes. 
On these 


$4,000,000,000 are for new loans to 
the allies, the remainder to convert 
the 31-2 per. cent Liberty loan and 
to refun dmiscellaneous bond issues. 
Issuance of $2,000,000,000 of war 
savings certificates and the same 
amount ~ of short-term treasury cer- 
tificates of indebtedness also was 
provided.

James O. Fagan, lectiirer, author 


and rei,resentative of the National 
Industrial 
Conservation Movement 


of New York, will discuss the indus- 
trial situation and its/relation to the 
problems of peace and war at the 
meeting of the membership', council 
of the Chamber of Commerce in the 
Chamber's rooms Tu-ursaay night. 
Mr. Pagan's address wiU be a strong 
appeal for the formation of a great 
triple alliance composed of labor, 
capital and the public for the pro- 
tection of industry. The meeting is 
open to the general public. 


Mr. Fagan's attraction as a speak- 


er is accentuated by a rare person- 
ality—a personality developed by a 
rugged, picturesque carter. Begin- 
ning practical life as .a^elegraph op- 
erator, Mr. Fagan, a« the-age of 16, 
left his home in Scotland to take his 
first job in Brazil. ' There he fell 
ill with yellow fever, b'ut came out 
a victor in his closely contested bout 
xWith death. Next he bobbed up in 
South Africa, during one of the dia- 
mond rushes, and managed to scrape 
a reluctant existence from nature at 
its wildest, and civilization at its 
crudest. 
On his 
arrival 
in 
this 


country some 
years 
later, he ob- 


tained employment with an Eastern 
railroad, and began gathering the 
material which he later embodied in 
his widely read articles on the labor 
situation/ 


A new spirit has manifested itself 


in industry in this country as a re- 
sult of the war. Mr. Fagan believes 
—a spirit that has placed patriotism 
above" profits and 
public service 
above the almighty dollar. Industry 
in America, he holds, realizes that 
It is to be the deciding factor in the 
war and the financial salvation of 
the country after the war; but if it 
is to meet the gigantic task 
that 


confronts It. It must be strengthened 
from without as well.as from with- 
in 
In other words, both the wage 


earner and the consumer m«st be 
made to feel their responsibility as 
partners in American industry, and 
must be taught the neel of encour- 
aging rather than harassing it. 


The American consumer, Mr. Fa- 


gan will assert, must be conscripted 
into the army of Industrial protec- 
tion, and taught that every bit of 
labor trouble or unwise legislation 
reacts disastrously, not alone upon 
the nation, but 
upon 
himself, af- 


fecting him In a hundred different 
ways, the most obvious ol which Is 
Ihe Inflatatlon of the cost of living, 
due to the increase In the cost of 
production.
